Sacramento Sta Health Center has taken an active role in 
providing students with statistics and information about AIDS. 
Although the Health Cemter cannot treat AIDS and related diseases 
because they are not equipped to deal with chronic ilinesses, they can 
refer students © the proper agencies, according w Laurie Bisset 
Grady, director of educational prograros for the Health Center. 

“We want students to know that they can contact us with any 
of their concems about health needs-—physical or psychological. 
Even if we can't help them at the center we can refer them to the 


proper agency,” Grady said, 


She suid that ALDSstati sticsre lated tocampusand personal testimony 
can he'p to show students how serious the AIDS problem can be, 

“I believe until people know somebody personally with the 
virus, @ lot of them don't make a connection with the disease,” 
Grady said “we are often asked how many cases we hve here at 
Sacramento State and what the statistics are for this campus, but 
we have no way of measuring the number of AIDS cases through 





students on for care to the county or state agencies. Based on a 
Student population of 22,000 an estimated possible cases at 
CSUS is 33 people,” Grady said. 

This figures out to be an incident rate of 1.5 people per 1000 in the 
campus population, based on county estimates, “This estimate came 
out of a college health study that we saw about three or four years ago 
where they were estimating how many college students per thousand 

“might be HIV infected. The college study which estimated at about 
one and a half student per thousand is fairly conservative,” Grady said. 

“Students are welcome (© contact us with any questions or 
concems they might have,” Grady said. “Or they can use the 
“Nexus News Infosource for CSUS, which provides free re- 
corded information about Student Affair services and important 
health topics,” said Graidy.
